STOLE FOHD AUTOMOBILE

Hanovor Man Killed 


By Train At LeFevre’s. 


Struck by a P.. Illi. passenger tram at 
LeKevre’s crossing, near Littlestown, Har­ 
ry Krenzer, aged 39, Hanover, father of 
three children, the oldest aged 13, was itt- 
stantly killed Fridav afternoon shortly af­ 
ter 4 o’clock. 
An Atlantic Refining C o ’s 
truck which he was driving home from Lit- 
tlesiown was tossed into an adjoining field. 
Fortunately*the tank was empty. 
The 
pony truck of the locomotive was derailed 
but the locomotive and coaches remained 
on the rails and the train was soon brot to 
a'stop. 
Mr. Krenzer’s body was found 
along the track about GO feet from the 
erossing. 


Just why Mr. Krenzer drove the truck 
on the track in front of the fast approach­ 
ing train can not be figured out. Whether 
be was thotleas, whether the brakes failed 
or whether the noise of the truck with 
many tin cans attached to the sides, pre­ 
vented the driver from hearing the train, 
or whether he aimed to reach the crossing 
ahead of the locomacive, could not be de­ 
termined. The tracks each way can be 
seen from the pike at least 1500 feet be* 
fore the crossing is reached. There is no 
warning bell or signal The whistle on the 
locomotive had sounded for the crossing 
and the bell on the engine was ringing,ac­ 
cording to numerous statements made by 
(passengers, trainmen and.autoists. 
, 
G. li. Emory, York, an assistant super­ 
visor for the P. RK. was riding in thecab- 
in of the locomotive. Mr. Emory blew the 
whistle for the crossing and was ringing 
the bell as the train approached. lie saw 
the truck nearing the track at a speed of 
about 5 miles per hour 
Because the ma­ 
chine was traveling at such a slow rate of 
speed Mr. Emory was sure that the driver 
►intended to stop. However, to his horror, 
he saw the truck proceed to cross tho 
tracks with the locomotive about 15 feet 
away. 
The crash followed. W II. Mink* 
er, Lancaster, engineer, was on the oppo­ 
site side of tee cabin and could not see the 
approaching truck. 
The brakes were at 
once applied when the crash occurred. 
The pony truck ran along the ties all of 
this distance. The train was deloyed 3 
hours. 


H. M. Batters, Littlestown, conductor 
in charge of the train, was tho first to 
reach Mr. Krenzer. 
He found him in a 
heap, face downward. Mr. Krenzer, how­ 
ever, was dead, having evidently been kill­ 
ed instantly. 


The body was moved to the baggage car 
by the trainmen. 
Dr Alleman, Hanover, 
the Refining Co.’s physician, was sum­ 
moned and found that a large hole had 
been knocked in the man’s head and that 
the left side of his face was crushed How­ 
ever, not another bone in his body had 
been broken. Cr. Crist, Adams county 
coroner, examined the many witnesses at 
the scene of the accident and deemed an 
inquest unnecessary, exonerating the rail­ 
road company and train crew from ail 
blame. 


Mr. Krenzer had a similar accident one 
year ago at the York Road crossing, on 
the W. M. when the car which he was 
driving, was struck, injuring him and bis 
two children with slight outs and bruises. 
Mr. Krenzer had been in the employ of 
the Atlantic Co , as a truck driver, for 
about two years. 
IIif? wife, who was Miss 
Mary Lohr, of Conewago township, is 
prostrated by the shock of her husband’s 
death. She was preparing the evening 
meal when notified by the Rev. M J, 
Roth and fell in a faint

Thpv made inquiiy and 
an identification card taken from the man’s 
pocket revealed that their fears were cor­ 
rect.

those they are using. 
One way out of the difficulty, says 
American Motorist, is the frosting of 
the lens or glass of the lamp. Buy 10 
cents worth of epsom salt, jclissolve 
It in about five ounces of water and 
flow the liquid* over the glass on the.

When dry the glass will be 
coated with frosting similar to ground 
glass. 
A more permanejit Job can be made 
by using so-called “ground glass sub­ 
stitute,** obtainable at photographic 
supply houses. 
Ground glass substi­ 
tute should flow over the inside of 
the headlight glass by tilting the 
liquid evenly. 
One treatment with 
ground glass substitute will last for 
an entire season. 
Instead of coating the entire head­ 
light lens witli^ ground glass, substi­ 
tute the glare of the light may be very 
eiïectively diminished by placing In 
the center of the lens, immediately In 
front of tlie light bulb, a round spot 
of ground-glass mixture, thus; 
Cut a paper mask with a round 
opening in it about two Inches in di­ 
ameter. When the paste is well dried 
flow ground-glass substitute over the 
circular spot not covered by paper 
and let it dry for about twenty min­ 
utes. Now soak the lens in cold wa- 
te/ until the paper mask comes off, 
and nothing remains on the glass but 
the round spot of ground-glass sub­ 
stitute. There will be plenty of light 
left, but the direct glare will have 
been eliminated.

Trying to Bridge the Gs.p. 


A Mount Holyoke college professor, 


Elixabeth R. Laird, is finding some 
success at. one end of the gap and in- 
vestigations at the other end wore 
completed some time ago. At the one 
end are the ultra violet rays and at 
the other are Er.tladungsstrnhlen and 
soft X-rays. It is with this latter class 
that Miss Laird has had considerable 
success. 


The first of the waves of radiation 


to be. studied were those of visible 
light.

tention of the physicist, who found 
that the interval from the red to tlio

Where the Link Is Missing. 


And so outside were found infra-red 


waves of heat and above these, l-evond 


came the long gap, the missing link 


j for which the physicist is searching, 


and after that the Entla'dungsstnih- 
len. joined to the X-rays. 
Last on the 


scale are the gamma-rays, probably in 
the neighborhood of two five-billionths 
of an inch in length. From the waves 
of wireless which are often ten miles 
long to the minute waves of the gam- 
ma-ray, the visible and the invisible 
spectrum is continuous save for the 
two harrowing gaps on opposite sides 
of the visible section..

Sprinkle with yellow cheese, finely 
grated. 


Peach Salad.—La^r one-half peach in 
nest of head lettuce, hollow side up. 
t long, thin strips of white celery 


nnd fasten the ends in the peach to 
ook like n handle. 
Fill the peach with 


salad made of white grapes, cherries, 
nits, marshmallows cut fine and a 
maraschino cherry on top.

Another Pineapple Salad.—Take one 


large can of pineapple, drain the juice. 
Beat two eggs, add three tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and two tablespoonfuls of 
cornstarch well mixed.

DIDNT WANT TO WALK 


STOLE FOKD AI'TOWOUILI: 


Driving into a garage in Fairfield, 
wh-ere had been overhauled, only one 
week before, the car he had stolen, ar- 
rested, handcuffed, and then atiack^d 
and beaten by the man io whom he 
was fast»?ned, Howard Lantz, 37 years 
old, of Deerfield, Md., wont through 
a series of experiences which termi- 
nated when he was given a hearing 
before Justice of f,he Peace J, L, Hill, 
on Monday 
in Gettysburg, and afier 
admitting the theft of the car, was held 
for court. 
The car was the property 
of Earl Singly, of Fairfield, and Lantz 
had taken it a week ago at Pen-]\Iar 
park, whore Iv^ was in the Indepen- 
dence Day crowd at the mountain re- 
sort. 
In explanation of his act.he said 
that he was tired and didn't want to 
walk home, so he selected tho Singl-ey 
car and jiiode. 
Ever since then he had 
been using it (o go to his .daily work, 
not far from Fairfieldl used it for 
taking trips to the .Blue Ridga sec- 
tion. and also toured the battlefield. 
Nothing was done to conceal the iden- 
tity of the car, not even the license 
tags being changed. 


His .career came to a close, howev- 
er, when he drove into the-garage of 
Earl Hartzol, Fairfield, accompanied 
by three friends. 
There the"" car was 
quickly spotied and a constable was 
siimmoned. 
He soon had Lantz hand- 
cuffed to one of his friends, the latter 
apparently not realizing for a mo- 
ment the cause of 
trouble. ^ When 
he did, and understood that Lantz had 
gotten 
the 
outfit 
into a scrape he 
struck him forcibly with his free right 
hand and soon the two men handcuff- 
ed together, v-.-^re fighting for all they 
were woilh, until bystanders inte:i*fer- 
ed.

By Train At LeFevre*s. 


Struck by a P., RU. passcniior tram at 
LeKovre's crosfiinK, mmr Littlestowu, Har- 
ry Krenzor, 
39, Haniwer, father of 
three children, the oldest aged 13, was iit- 
stuntly killed Fnduv aftcruooo shortly af- 
ter 4 o'clock. 
An Atlantic Ufiining Co'a 
truck which he was driving home from Lit- 
tlesiown was tospcd into nn adjoining field. 
Fortunatrly»tbc tank was empty. 
The 
ponv truck of the locomotive was dcrnilcd 
but the locomotive and coaches venuuned 
on the rails and the trajn was soon brot to 
jvstop. 
Mr. Krenzer's body was found 
alons the track about GO feet from the 
crossing. 
^ 


Jupt why Mr. Krenzcr drove the truck 
on the track in front of the fast aj)iu'oach- 
ing train can not be figured out. Whether 
be was thotless. whether tho brakes failed 
or whether the noise of the truck wUh 
many tin cans attached to the sitlea, pre- 
vented the driver from hearing the train, 
or whether he aimed to reach the crossing 
ahead of the locomative, could not be de- 
termined. The tracks each way can be 
Been from the pike at least 1£0() feet be- 
fore the crossing is reached, 
'piere is no 
warning Ijell or signal Tho whistle on the 
locomotive had souuded for the crossing 
and the bell on the engine was ringing,ac- 
cording to numerous statements made by 
passengers, trainmen and .auLoists, 


G, H. Emory, York, an assistant super- 
visor for the r. KH. was riding in the cab- 
in of the locomotive, Mr. I^mory blew the 
whistle for the crossing and was ringing 
the bell as the train approached. He saw 
the truck nearing the track at a speed of 
about 5 miles per hour 
Hecause the ma- 
chine was traveling at such a slow rate of 
speed Mr. Kmory was sure that the driver 
•intended to stop. However, to his horror, 
he saw the truck proceed to cross tho 
tracks wirh the loeomotivc about 15 feet 
away. 
The crash followed. \V II. Mink- 
er. Lancaster, engineer, was on the oppo- 
site side of tee cabin and could not see the 
approaching truck. 
The brakew were at 
once applied when the crayh occurred. 
The pony truck ran along the tiea all of 
this distance. 
The train was deloyed 3 
hours. 


H. M. Batters, Littlestown, conductor 
in charge of the train, was tho first to 
reach Mr. Krenzer. 
He found hun in a 
heap, face downward. Mr, Kren/.er, how- 
ever, was dead, having evidently been kill- 
ed instantly. 


The body was moveil to thebaperagecar 
by the trainmen. 
Dr Alleman, Hanover, 
the liefining Co.'s phy.sician, was sum- 
moned and found that a large bole had 
been knocked in the man's head and that 
the left side of his face was crushed How- 
ever, not another bone in his body had 
been broken. Cr. Crist, Adums county 
coroner, examined the many witncBses at 
the scene of the accident and deemed an 
inquest unnecessary, exonerating the rail- 
road company and train crcw from all 
blame. 


Mr. Krenzer had a similar accident one 
year ago at the York lioad cros.sing, on 
,heW. M. when the car which he was 
driving, was struck, injuring him and his 
two children with alight outs and bruises. 
Mr. Krenzer had been in the employ of 
the Atlantic Co , as a truck driver, for 
about two years. 
His wife, who was Miss 
Mary Lohr, of Conewago township, is 
prostrated by the shock of her husband's 
Jeath. ¡She was preparing tho evening 
meal when notified by the Kev.

MEAT SCRAP IS 
GG-LAYING AID 


Result 
of 
Recent 
Experiments 
Conducted by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


NORMAL CONDITIONS GIVEN 


Average 
Farmer 
Feeds Very 
Little 
Animal Protein Feed of Any Kind 
—Miik Products or Fish Also 
Are Favored. 


Hons given moat, fish, or milk prod- 
ucts in their diet will lay fi'om 38 to 
60 per cent more eggs than those which 
have only grain food and what hugs 
aud'M'onns ihey can pick up on free 
range, recent 
experiments inado by 
the United States department of agri- 
culture siiow. 


The birds used in the experiments 
Were given conditions as nearly like 
those on a normal farm as possible. 
The experiments were repeated under 
•aifferent conditions and hi diiTcrent 
years to avoid, as far as possible, any 
eri'or due to the varied characteristics 
of the birds. 


Little Animal Protein Feed. 


The average farmer feeds very^ lit- 
tle moat, fi^h, or animal protein ieed 
of any kind to his poultry, and con- 
poquently gets few eggs during the 
late fall and winter when eggs are 
oellhig at the highest prices. 


In tiie exporimonts conducted on 
the government poultry farm, pens of 
puUets on free range were fed a mash- 
of corn meal, bran, and middlings and 
a scratch mixture of wheat, oats, and 
corn. This is gi^eater variety of grains 
tlian is used by many farmers. In ad- 
dition the birds had absolutelyi free 
range on land where bugs, green feed, 
and 
worms 
were 
plentiful. 
Other 
pens were given the same ration, with 
1 pound, of commercial 
meat 
scrap 
added to every 4 pounds of mash. 


Results 
Obtained. 
, The pullets without the meat scrap 
laid only DO eggs apiece (which is 
more eggs per hen tiian the average

farm flock lays), while those receiv- 
ing meat scrap averaged from 125 to 
150 eggs apiece. 


Meat scrap is not produced on most 
farms, and has to be bought at a 
higher price than grain. 
It produces 
eggs, though, several cents a dozen 
cheaper than where no meat scrap is 
used. 
Milk products or fish give as 
good results as meat in increasing egg 
production.

Should Be Frequently Inspected 
to Insure Proper Protection 
tc Maòhine. 


OUICK

HARMFUL 


Effect on Car Is Not Such as to In- 
crease 
Its 
Serviceability—Many 
Accidents Could Be Avoided 
by Overhsiuling. 


An automobile is entitled to the 
same protection as a home. 
If one 
or the other' is in danger of being 
destroyed or damaged Immediate steps 
should be taken to prevent the pos- 
sible loss. 


As 
regards 
the 
automobile 
the 
greatest measure of protection Is in 
good brakes. 
They should be regu- 
larly examined and adjusted. 
The 
brake linings are woven asbestos and 
copper wire and while 
nonburnable 
they will wear In correspondence with 
their judicious use or abuse. 
The 
brakes must be so adjusted that the 
linings bear evenly and with the same 
pressure on the brake drums. 


Unfortunately 
the 
average 
driver 
does not use his brakes whh any de- 
gree of discretion'. 
He knowa that 
they will stop the car and as a con- 
sequence keeps moving at his accus- 
tomed 
rate 
of 
speed 
until 
almost 
abreast of the point where he wishes 
to bring the machine to a stop. Then 
the brakes are suddenly applied and 
the car abruptly stopped. The aver- 
age motor i?ar weighs in the neighbor- 
hood of 3,000 pounds or more, and Xu 
bring this much weight to a suddea 
stop when traveling ten miles an hour 
or better requires the exertion of some 
pressure. 
It not only tends to wear 
the break out faster than necessary, 
but the eifect on the car as a whole 
is not such as to increase its servlce- 
abHlty, • 


Many of the accidents that occur 
today could be avoided if the owner 
would but take a few minutes' time 
every week or ten days to himself 
examine, or have It done for him, the 
braking system of Jiis car. 
Perhaps 
the last time that It became neces- 
sary to apply tlie brakes 
suddenly 
they I'unctioned properly but Avhen 
needed again in an "emergency M^ere 
found 
inelllclent. 
Collisions 
many 
times occur because the brakes full 
to work. 


One way to Insi^it upon good brakes 
is for the police department 
when 
investigating an accident to. examl/ie 
Che brakes of the car or cars con- 
cerned and If they are found to be 
Inelllclent make this prima facie evi- 
dence of the guilt of the driver of 
the car. 
Motonnen on tiie street cars, 
thougli they use the air brake the 
greater portion of the rime, are re- 
quired at lire stops to use the hand 
brake. 
Tliis is Jiot because the hand 
brake Is more elllclejit than the air, 
but to Insure that it is In serviceable 
condltloj) Jf Jt shoulil become neces- 
sary to use it on account of the fail- 
»ire of the air. 
Certainly if this is 
good policy on a street car the same 
attention should be good for the mo- 
tor car, be it passenger car or truck. 
When 
they are I'unning about 
the 
streets of the city with faulty means 
of iu'Ingiijg them to a sudden stop 
In case of necessity they are a source 
of danger not only to the occupants of 
the car Itself, but to the other users 
of the streets as well. 


W A Y S S U G G E S T E D FOR 
DIMIVIING C A R L I G H T S 


Use of Salts or Ground Glass Sub- 
stitute Favored. 


Glare May Be Effectively Diminished 
by Placing in Center of Lens, Im- 
mediately in Front of Bulb, a 
Spot of 
Mixture. 


The rigid interpretation of local anti- 
glare headliglft regulations in some 
localities has created a desire among 
motorists for some easy means for 
rendering tho lights less bright with- 
out going to the bother and expense 
of substituting n e w lamp bulbs for 
those they are using. 


One way out of the difficulty, says 
American Motorist, is the frosting of 
tire lens or glass of the lamp. 
Buy 10 
cents worth of epsom salt, jilissolve 
It In about five ounces of water and 
flow the liquid'over the glass on the. 
inside. 
When dry the glass will be 
coated with frosting similar to ground 
glass. 


A more permanejit job can be made 
by using so-called "ground glass sub- 
stitute," obtainable 
at 
photographic 
supply houses. 
Ground glass substi- 
tute should flow over the inside of 
the 
headlight 
glass 
by 
tilting 
the 
liquid evenly. 
One 
treatment 
with 
ground glass substitute will last for 
an entire season. 


Instead of coating the entire head- 
light lens witli^ ground glass, substi- 
tute the glare of the light may be very 
eiïectively diminished by placing in 
the centor of the lens. Immediately in 
front of the light bulb, a round spot 
of ground-glass mixture, thus : 


Cut a pai)er mask with a round 
opening In it about two inches In di- 
ameter. 
When the paste Is well dried 
flow ground-glass substitute over the 
circular spot not covered by paper 
and let it dry for about twenty min- 
utes. 
Now soak the lens in cold wa- 
te/ until the paper mask comes ofC, 
and nothing remains on the glass but 
the round spot of ground-glass sub- 
stitute. 
There will be plenty of light 
left, but the direct glare will have 
been 
eliminated.

Bunch of Wayçs In the Ether !s Lost 
and No One Knows Whither 
They Go or What 
They Do. 


South Iladley, Mass.—The scientist 
has another missing »link for which to 
search. 
This time, however, it is not 
the biologist' who seel>s the link but 
the physicist. 
A bunch of waves in 
the ether is lost and no one knows 
whither they go or what they do. Some 
of 
their 
associates 
were 
long 
ago 
found, a few others were Investigated 
lïioi'o 
recent Iv, but 
others 
are 
still 
mîRsîng, 
Wireless waves, heat waves, 
light - w;ives tind 
the waves of 
the 
X-ray« have been made clear to us. 
Veî there Is an unabridged gap, a irap 
iliat'ls nearer being filled today than 
it ever has been in the past. 


Trying to Bridge the Gap, 


A Mount Holyoke college professor, 
Elixaheth 
R. Laird, is finding *spme 
success iu one end of the gap and in- 
vestigations 
at the other 
end 
were 
completed some time ago. 
At the one 
end are the ultra violet rays and at 
the other are Entladungsstrahlen and 
soft X-rays. 
It is with this latter class 
that Miss Laird has had considerable 
succcss. 


The first of the waves of radiation 
fo be. studied were those of 
visible 
light. 
The spectrum received the at- 
tention 
of the physicist, who found 
that the interval from the red to the 
violet was, 
In the language 
of 
the 
physics of sound, less than an octave, 
the violet rays having less than twice 
the frequency of the rpd ones. 
Nat- 
urally the question arose as to exact- 
ly what was outside this brief space 
of weaves capable of affecting the sense 
of vision. 


Where the Link Is Missing. 


And so outside were found in"ni-red 
waves of heat and above thest» i-eyond 
another 
gap, 
were 
found 
I lertzian 
waves used in wireless, while at the 


lower end of the .spectrum appeared 
the celebrated ultra-violet ray. 
Then 
came the long gap, the missing link 
for which the pliysicist is searching, 
and 
after that the 
Entlailungsstrah- 
len, joined to the X-rays. 
Last on the 
i^cale are the gamma-rays/prohably in 
the neighborhood of two 
five-billionths 
of an Incli in length. 
From the weaves 
of wireless wliich are often ten mihiS 
long to the minute waves of the gam- 
ma-ray. the visible and the invisil'.le 
spectrum is continuous save for tlie 
two harrowing gaps on opposite sides 
of the visible section. 


Armed 
with 
a 
diffraction 
grating 
graduated 
to the 
ten-thousandths'of 
an inch, a vacuum of high order and 
apparatus for the production of, slow 
moving electrons, the scientist is on 
the trail of a wave so small that al- 
most 10,000,000 of them measure but 
an inch in length.

gives* promise of finding his miss'.ng 
link before his brother scientist, the 
biologist.
